Waste crew disposes of cyanide tank 


NITRO, W.Va. — More than 3,000 people left their homes Sunday while a 
hazardous waste crew blew up a corroded tank believed to hold up to 30 pounds 
of deadly hydrogen cyanide. 

The 4-foot-long cylinder was abandoned at the site of the defunct Artel 
Chemical Co. plant, now a federal Superfund cleanup site, with 3,400 other 
drums and barrels of hazardous materials, many of them unidentified and most 
of them rusting. 

As little as 50 milligrams — a size less than one-sixth the average aspirin — 
of the hydrogen cyanide can kill. 

The explosion occurred at 1:54 p.m. and a fire was started to burn off the 
tank’s contents. Environmental Protection Agency spokesman Harold Yates 
said that at 2:01 p.m. “no air readings indicated any hydrogen cyanide down 
wind.” 

He said the fire would have to be out and the wreckage of the cylinder would 
have to be inspected before anyone would be allowed back into the evacuated 
area. 

Ambulances arrived shortly after dawn to begin taking the elderly and 
handicapped to evacuation centers but city buses from nearby Charleston that 
rolled through the town were relatively empty as most people chose to go to 
relatives’ homes and local shopping malls. 


Protests could bring state of emergency 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia — President Raif Dizdarevic warned Sunday 
that a national state of emergency would be imposed if protests over financial 
hardship and ethnic issues do not immediately cease. 

Earlier Sunday, tens of thousands of demonstrators took to the streets and 
students in the southern republic of Montenegro began a hunger strike to 
protest police violence and demand the ouster of Communist leaders. 

In a rare and hastily scheduled nationwide address, a somber Dizdarevic 
promised leadership changes later this month during an emergency session of 
the federal government and urged measures to reduce inflation, now averag- 
ing 217 percent annually. 

“There is a real danger that the actions which are imperiling constitutional 
order could continue and spread,” Dizdarevic said during the 30-minute radio 
and television address. “It is the final hour to turn things around.” 

Dizdarevic said a “state of emergency could be introduced in Yugoslavia if 
the trend of negative events in the country is not immediately stopped.” 


Bentsen moves ahead of Quayle in poll 


SALT LAKE CITY — George Bush remains well ahead of Michael Dukakis 
among Utahns surveyed in a poll released on Sunday, but Lloyd Bentsen has 
leaped ahead of Dan Quayle, apparently on the strength of his debate perfor- 
mance last week. 

Bush led Dukakis 2 to 1 in the poll published by the Salt Lake Tribune. 
Sixty-one percent of the 600 Utahns interviewed said they prefer Bush. 
Dukakis was preferred by 31 percent of those polled; 8 percent were unde- 
cided. The survey was conducted Oct. 3 through Oct. 6, and has a 4 percent 
margin of error. 

However, J. Roy Bardsley, who conducted the poll, said results of inter- 
viewing before and after the vice presidential debate indicate a good gain for 
Bentsen, who now leads Quayle in Utah by 6 points. Among the 321 interviews 
conducted on Oct. 6, the day after the vice presidential debate, Bush led 59 
percent to 36 percent. 

Before the debate, Bentsen and Quayle were deadlocked at 42 percent each. 
After the debate, Bentsen was ahead by a 50 percent to 44 percent count. Two 
weeks ago Quayle held a 45 percent to 41 percent lead in a Tribune poll. 


Oliver North speaks out on communism 


CUPERTINO, Calif. — Some 300 people turned out to jeer fired National 
Security Council aide Oliver North while he urged more than 1,000 Christian 
business leaders to fight the “alien and godless philosophy” of communism. 

“T don’t think (North) cares one way or another” about protesters, admitted 
rally organizer Mitch Diamond, outside an auditorium where North addressed 
members of the Christian Businessmen of Silicon Valley on Saturday. 

Many protesters carried signs denouncing North’s clandestine efforts to sell 
weapons to Iran and secretly funnel profits to U.S.-backed Contra rebels 
battling the leftist Sandinista government of Nicaragua. 

Mary Ellen Furia of nearby Los Gatos and Ethel and Jack Ballad of Saratoga 
showed up with signs in support of North, who faces trial next year on 16 
federal charges of conspiring to defraud the government. 

“We knew there would be protests against him, and we wanted to show 
we're behind him,” Furia said. 


First AIDS death reported in U.S.S.R. 


MOSCOW — The Soviet Union on Sunday reported its first AIDS death, 
that of a pregnant prostitute from Leningrad. Authorities may publish her 
photograph to alert her sexual partners. 

The 29-year-old woman died Sept. 5 of pneumonia following a 26- pound 
weight loss, chronic tonsillitis and bronchitis and a serious decline in the count 
of her immune system’s T-cells, the labor newspaper Trud reported. 

All are common symptoms of aquired immune deficiency syndrome, and the 
newspaper noted that epidemiologists were incensed that the woman’s doctors 
failed to diagnose AIDS before she died. 

They are now trying to locate the victim’s sexual partners to determine who 
else might be infected with the disease, and authorities are considering pub- 
lishing the woman’s photograph to alert her partners, Trud said. 

She was registered as a night school student and as a worker at a factory, 
but police said she earned her living as a prostitute for foreigners. 

Soviet officials say they have identified 88 AIDS carriers but only one 
person who has developed the deadly disease.

Truth about train wrecks 
questioned by Soviet paper

MOSCOW — A newspaper on Sun- 
day accused officials in a central Rus- 
sian city of failing to report the true 
extent of devastation in a train crash 
and explosion that killed at least four 
people last week. 

Komsomolskaya Pravda, the news- 
paper of the Young Communist 
League, also said there were similari- 
ties between the Sverdlovsk accident 
and another train accident that killed 
about 100 people in June. 

It called for an investigation by the 
local prosecutor, implying that crimi- 
nal negligence or sabotage might be 
involved in the explosion which killed 
at least four people, according to ini- 
tial reports, and blew a crater 30 feet 
deep and 180 feet wide. Komsomol- 
skaya Pravda said its reporter found 
that at least five people died. 

In Arzamas, 240 miles east of 
Moscow, a train carrying explosives 
blew up June 4. The newspaper said 
that train was just three minutes 
away from an oil tank yard. 

“Why do trains full of dangerous 
materials keep blowing up near oil 
storage areas?” it asked. 

The newspaper said Sverdlovsk of- 
ficials had no idea of the extent of the 
tragedy and did not know anything 
about the victims, except their last 
names. 

The newspaper said its reporter 
discovered 838 people sought medical 
care and that 10 were in critical condi- 
tion. Five lost their eyesight, the re- 


port said.

“There’s an atmosphere that it’s simply a mistake that 
you are here (in America),” said sculptor Ernst 
Neizvestny in the article. “That it (defecting) wasn’t my 
mistake, but one of the party and the government.” 

Such an offer to emigres, after 75 years of being treated 
as traitors by the Kremlin and having their citizenship 
revoked, is also a landmark step in the cultural reforms 
glasnost. is bringing around. 

“Our very first demonstration in Pushkin Square in 
1965 had one single slogan: ‘glasnost,’” said Soviet exile 
and human rights activist Vladimir Bukovsky, in a recent 
article in the New Republic, “and now it is the general 
secretary of the Communist Party pinning it to his mast.” 

Glasnost is seen by skeptics and optimists alike as just 
another propaganda spoke in the communist wheel. But 
when it means cultural freedom to a long-repressed soci- 
ety, the value of glasnost seems to reach beyond the mere 
facade of government propaganda.

Emigration of Soviet Jews 
encou raged by new policies

The new Soviet policy glasnost has 
been encouraging Soviet Jews, who 
have been discriminated against by 
Russian society, to emigrate from the 
Soviet Union, a Utah Jewish Commu- 
nity Center official said. 

Helane Leta, director of Jewish 
Family Service Society of the Utah 
Jewish center, said Soviet Jews 
themselves have realized that the 
new policy is a window of opportunity 
and that they should take advantage 
of it. 

According to Gary L. Browning, 
chairman of the Germanic and Slavic 
Languages Department and a Rus- 
sian professor, the number of Soviet 
Jews who emigrate from Russia will 
reach approximately 20,000 by the

people who operated the black mar- 
kets in Russia. 

“They had a great deal of money 
and they also tried to leave the coun- 
try. But the government did not allow 
them to take the money out of the 
Soviet Union. 

“Because of this, people in the black 


markets began to help Soviet Jews : 


who needed money to leave the coun- 
try if the recipients promised to get it 
back when they got out of the coun- 
try. 

“We wanted to have freedom. Jews 
can’t get the job they want to. Jews 
can’t progress in the job markets,” he 
said. 

According to Kantor, his mother 
holds a university degree in Moscow, 
but she could not get a job. “My 
mother was a street cleaner, because 
she is Jewish.” 


He said Soviet Jews are not treated 


| equally in terms of education. In Rus- 


sia, “people who want to go to the 
university have to take an entrance 
examination, but Jews are given 


harder questions.” 


Browning said there are many ex- 
amples of Soviet Jews in the prison, 
who are leading musicians and re- 


| searchers and who are from the top 
| Russian institutions. 


“But the problem is that Soviet 


| Jews attended the finest schools in 
_ | Russia and applied to emigrate from 


the country,” he said. 

Browning said Soviet officials 
might think, “Why we should let them 
(Soviet Jews) go to fine schools, give 
them a good education and let them 
leave the country?” 

Kantor said, however, after Gor- 
bachev came to power, Soviets be- 
came more friendly. 

Currently around 6.5 million Jews 
live in Russia. 

Browning said that according to 
the Oct. 2 issue of a Russian newspa- 
per, “New Russian World,” Soviet 
Leader Mikhail Gorbachev told Ar- 
mand Hammer, an American indus- 
trialist, that all Jews in the Soviet 
Union who wish to emigrate, would 
be allowed to leave the country in the 
near future. 

Browning said Hammer believes 
that it will happen. 

“T think that all of them hope to do 
better materially and they want to 
have better work,” Browning said.

Again it was a slow start for the 
Cougars, but a high-scoring finish. 

After a first quarter BYU field 
goal, Ram quarterback Scooter 
Molander retaliated with an 80-yard 
bomb to Tony Branch on the next play 
from scrimmage to give Colorado 
State a 7-3 lead. 

BYU added a second quarter field 
goal to the slow first half and Cougar 
fans again wondered if their team 
would get its offense on track.

The Cougar defense stood its 
ground and three minutes into the 
third quarter Sean Covey threw four

Americans think of baseball, the Rus- 
sians think of soccer,” she said. 
“When Americans think of hot dogs 
and fast food, Russians think of long 
lines for cold food. There are no Mc- 
Donalds as of yet.” 

Most Americans view Russian cul- 
ture as being one of deprivation and 
limitation. “Americans have precon- 
ceived notions about Russians and 
most of them are false,” said Corey 
Solomon, a Russian history major at 
the University of Utah who has been 
to Russia several times. “Although 
there are some differences politically, 
Russians are basically people just like 
us,” he said. “They can’t miss things 
they’ve never had.” 

One basic difference Solomon notes 
in Russian culture is the stress put 
upon family ties. “There are no nurs- 
ing homes and day care centers,” he 
said. “Russian children are expected 
to take care of their older relatives 
and these relatives take care of the 
younger children so day care centers 
aren’t necessary. This was one thing 
that really impressed me in their cul- 
ture.” 

Solomon said these expectations in- 
still a strong bond of family ties and 
makes them very proud of who they 
are. “Russians who defect to the 
United States still consider them- 
selves Russians,” he said. 

While America is known as the 
melting pot of many different cul- 
tures, at the same time a lot of people 
don’t realize that Russia is made up of 
a lot of different cultures, said 
Solomon. “The difference between 
our melting pot and their culture is 
that they have a lot of people from 
different backgrounds in their coun- 
try that don’t intermix,” he said. 
“There are Moslems, Ukranians, etc. 
and each has a completely different 
culture.” 

Another difference is that religion 
is not a common denominator in Rus- 
sia. “The state in the past has been 
trying to halt the influence of religion 
in all affairs,” Solomon said. “The 
state tries to void out all religion un- 
like the strong presence of religion in 
our culture. There is no uniformity.” 

One likeness between Russia and 
America is that sports are an impor- 
tant part of their culture, Solomon 
said. This is illustrated in the number 
of gold medals (55) the Soviets 
brought home from the Summer 
Olympics. “Sports and ‘athletics are 
definitely important to the Russians,” 
Solomon said. “A former leader 
stressed the fact that athletic superi- 
ority shows superiority. If you are a 
sports hero there, you are big time.” 

The arts and literature in Russian 
culture are chosen to reflect the com- 
munist lifestyle. “They choose certain 
arts to be a reflection,” Solomon said.

Solomon said he feels that glasnost 
will help loosen some of the restric- 
tions that exist with literature, music 


and religion. “They are already loos- . 


ening up the press and religious cus- 
toms are being tolerated more,” he 
said. “They are now letting someone 
write a history of Stalin and that is 
something that has never before been 
allowed.”

in Moscow and the Russians living in 
Utah are two examples. 

One big difference in their culture 
according to Solomon and Goldberg is 
the lack of good consumer goods. 
“There is a black market going on in 
Russia that is amazing,” Solomon 
said. 

“Kids will approach you and ask to 
trade for things like Levi’s. When 
they get the stuff, they sell it. Levi's, 
cassette tapes and Walkmans are a 
few things that are really luxuries to 
them,” he said.
